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1. THREE ENGLISH-LANGUAGE NEWSPAPERS COMMENTED ON VIETNAM.

3. "PRESIDENT FORD IS FRUSTRATED BY THE LIMITATIONS PLACED ON

5. COMMENTING ON THE CHARGES MADE BY THE NORTH VIETNAMESE 
ENVOY IN LONDON THAT THE U.S. AIRLIFTS OF ORPHANS ARE "ACTS 
OF SABOTAGE, TRICKERY AND HYPOCRICY," THE PAPER SAID: 
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6. "IT IS LUDICROUS TO THINK THAT THIS IS BEHIND THE U.S. 

MERCY MISSION. IT IS MORE UNCOMPLICATED AND REALISTIC TO 
SAY THAT THE AMERICANS ARE SINCERE WHEN THEY SAY THAT THIS 
IS THE LEAST THEY COULD DO."

8. "MR. FORD'S RECAPITULATION OF CHAOS AND CRISIS 

APPEARED LESS CONCERNED, HOWEVER , WITH THE IMMEDIATE TRAGEDY 
IN VIETNAM THAN AN APPEAL TO FRIENDS AND A WARNING TO OTHERS 
NOT TO BELIEVE THAT WHAT IS HAPPENING THERE, AND WHAT MAY
